CHICAGO GREATWESTERN 


DEFIES THE LABOR BOARD 


Chicago, June 27. — A flat refusal to 


appear before the United tSates Rail 
road Labor board and th3 announce-

Washington, June 27.—Forty Amer- 


ican employes of the Cortez Oil com- 
pany, near Tampico, and destructible 
property valued at a quarter of a 
million dollars are being held by- 
rebel general until ransom of 15.000 
pesos is paid, according to a message 
received today from the American 
consul at Tampico to the state de- 
partment. 
The dispatch was dated yesterda> 


and said that the rebel General Groro- 
zabe had seized the company's prop- 
erty and was holding it with 240 
well-armed men. Prompt instructions! 
were sent by the state department to 
the embassy in Mexico City and to the 
consul at Tampico to urge the Mexi- 
can authorities to take the proper ac- 
tion for the protection ot the Ameri- 
can property. 
The consul reported that Grorozabe 


had demanded payment of the 15.000 
pesos within *8 hours from yesterday 
morning, when his forces seized the 
property. 
The message said also that 


there were no Mexican federal troops 
in the -vicinity. 


Vigorous Methods Urged. 


The consul's message contained few 


details. 
It said there were no Mex- 


ican forces in the vicinity and that the 
company had asked for protection for 
its American employes and property. 
As the message was dated yesterday, 
the time for payment of the 15,000 
pesos fixed by the rebel probably was 
due to expire sometime today. 
The 


state department sent this message to 
the embassy at Mexico City, similar 
instructions going to the consul at 
Tampico, at the same time:

The mon- 
archistlo party la very strongly or- 
ganized, I am sorry to say, and a revo- 
lution may result In the setting; up 
of a new monarchy for a time, but I 
am certain that eventually there wil 
emerge the United States ot Russia!
